Way  back  in  September,  1943,  95  little 
atoms  started  smashing  their  way  through  high 
school.  At  first  they  found  it  hard  to  get  in 
the  right  rooms,  and,  of  course,  they  got  indig- 
nant looks  from  the  upperclassmen  when  the\ 
did  anything  wrong.  Along  the  way  a  few 
dropped  out,  but  several  came  to  join  us.  ^  es, 
those  little  atoms  have  become  the  seniors  of 
1947-1948. 

Our  history  of  days  in  the  high  school 
building  really  starts  with  the  students  who  en- 
tered eighth  grade  at  K.  H.  S.  These  students 
followed  the  elder  classmen  and  had  our  first 
election.  We  chose  Darrell  Traster  as  presi- 
dent ;  George  Henry,  vice-president ;  Francis 
Kiebel,  secretary" ;  and  Max  Schlichtenmyer, 
treasurer.  Mrs.  Lieb  was  our  sponsor.  Of 
course,  we  had  the  usual  number  of  class  parties. 

In  our  freshman  year,  we  gained  35  stu- 
dents who  came  from  South  Milford,  Wayne 
Center  and  Jefferson  schools.  Miss  Aungst 
helped  us  to  decide  our  motto:  "Backbone  not 
AVishbone"  ;  our  colors  were  blue  and  gold;  our 
flower  was  the  yellow  rose.  This  year  our  of- 
ficers were  Jack  Hart,  president;  Gloria  Sell, 
vice-president;  Joan  Lamont,  secretary;  Dick 
Shoup,  treasurer.  The  night  of  November  3, 
1944,  found  us  chasing  all  over  town  in  the 
pouring  rain  on  a  scavenger  hunt.  Our  second 
semester  class  party  was  on  April  6  when  we  met 
in  the  little  g\  m   for  games  and  dancing. 

In  our  sophomore  year,  we  were  thrilled 
that  we  would  sit  in  the  big  assembly  where  we 
could  watch  the  seniors  go  in  and  out.  We 
entered  the  sophomore  class  with  only  87  and 
George  Henry  was  selected  for  our  president. 
John  Hornett,  vice-president ;  Evelyn  Reecer, 
secretary;  Roy  Haney,  treasurer;  and  our  spon- 
sor, Mr.  Helmer,  made  up  the  rest  of  our  class 
directors.  The  first  class  party  was  a  Hobo 
Party  held  in  the  little  g>m.  The  main  event 
of  the  year  was  the  arrival  of  our  class  sweaters. 
The  sweaters  were  gold  with  a  gold  "K"  trim- 
med in  black.  The  "K"  was  designed  by  a  stu- 
dent   in    the   class. 

Our  junior  \ear  was  very  busy  and  impor- 
tant  to   us,    for   we   were   accomplishing  a   great 


deal.  We  elected  as  our  class  officers:  presi- 
dent, Darrell  Traster;  vice-president,  Ro\'  Han- 
e\' ;  secretary,  Beverl\-  Wentworth ;  treasurer 
Donna  Witzke.  Our  sponsor  was  ]\Iiss  Power. 
Our  magazine  sale  was  a  great  success.  We 
sold  over  our  quota  and  had  the  honor  of  selling 
more  magazines  than  any  other  class  in  the  past. 
At  Christmas  time,  we  were  indeed  happ\  to  re- 
ceive our  class  rings.  The  second  semester  of 
our  junior  \ear  was  especially  busy  because  we 
presented  our  play,  "Captain  Applejack".  The 
play  was  a  success  through  the  help  of  Miss  Rob- 
ertson and  the  cooperation  of  the  cast  and  back- 
stage workers.  We  chose  Phil  Conklin  as  our 
editor-in-chief  and  Leland  Jarrett  as  our  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  annual  for  our  senior  lear. 
The  climax  of  our  junior  year  came  when  ■vve 
entertained  the  seniors  at  the  Junior-Senior  Ban- 
quet. "Dutch  Treat"  Was  the  theme  for  the 
banquet. 

At  last  it  was  here!  The  year  we  had  all 
been  waiting  and  working  for.  And.  of  course, 
it  was  the  last  year  that  many  of  us  would  be 
together.
